Progresi 


That "old time religion” wasn’t all that 
was good enough for Grandpa. He got a b ig 
chuckle out of the first automob ile and was 
q uite confident that the horse would never 
b e replaced b y any such contraption as 
that. He did a good lot of cogitating, loo, 
b efore he gave up his gas lights for elec­ 
tricity. There is no telling what he would 
think of Uie ways in which the gas light 
has come b ack into prominence 
Grandpa couldn’t q uite stem the tide 
of progress b ut he never q uite joined it, 
either. Always in the 
b ack of liis mind and 
on the tip of his tongue 
was 
an 
admonition 
that 
all 
such 
stuff 
would b e the ruination of the world. He 
was wrong in lot of ways, a victim of the 
confines of his environment, b ut he was 
often a pretty good sage. Actually, he still 
hasn’t b een proven wrong. .Ml we can say 
Ls that all his admonitions haven’t yet b een 
shown to b e a mark of wisdom as opposed 
to age. And somewhere under that ve­ 
neer of ob stinacy of his was a q uiet resig­ 
nation to the inevitab le. 
He preached a lut against sparing the 
rod b ut who spoiled the child—the grand­ 
child, that Is? What was conviction and 
what was nostalgia with him is a matter 
only he knew and he passed on as he should 
have—leaving all impressed with his con­ 
victions and with their own nostalgia for 
all that he was and all that he stood for. 
But if his trademark was security in 
the past, if he w'as content with a b ird in 
his hand, he was b oth like and unlike the 
following generation. 
Most 
people 
have 
come to the conclusion now that anything 
can happen in the future. There is no b it of 
fancy too ab surd to receive thoughtful con­ 
sideration and discussion. And at the same 
time, there is still present Grandpa’s un­ 
certainty of where it all will lead. 


What a mixture of things we have in 
Congress, for instance, in the Senate-passed 
m easure giving federal aid for mass trans­ 
portation. On one side we say it is inevit­ 
ab le that the people will move more and 
more to the sub urb s. We look at the decline 
of rural America and all we can see is more 
of it. Sub urb an life and b usiness are the 
m arks of our future and any plan of future 
development that any man could conceive 
might b e the one with which our children 
will eventually live. A part of this drastic 
alternation of the face of society is the ac- 
companing decay of downtown b usiness 
areas. And again, the condition is one of 
conflict and confusion. People make b usi­ 
ness and people, in this case, are destroy­ 
ing b usiness. 


Because they live In the sub urb s and 
work In the cities, they create hiiinan mass 
movcmcnls with which our cities cannot 
copc. The thing b y which downtown b usi­ 
ness lives Is the same thing that is smiff- 
ing out Its life. Not so much, mavhe. In 
Lincoln hut prominently in towns and cities 
of a different character and sl/c 
The 
b ig cities of the Fast have b een crving a 
long time for the federal aid to mass transit 
programs and many of the smaller towns 
of the nation are witnessing a frightening 
transformation in their structure hut haven’t 
the slightest idea of what to do ab out it. 
Sub urb an living for their people may not 
b e the mandate it is in large metropfditan 
areas b ut it is the rage, just the same. 
.\nd if it happens, it makes little difference 
what caused it. 


It still upsets long estab lished tax pat­ 
terns and di.srupt.s economic factor.s that 
have long directed the community’s cour.se. 
So what do we have’’ We have in ¡irogress a 
transformation alxiut which we can do 
nothing and a dedic ation, to the salvation 
and preservation of things as they have 
b een for many years. 
.\id to mass transit fights a trend of 
society we all know will not b e reversed. Is 
it, therefore, a foolish investment or is it 
an intelligent approach to the prob lem cre­ 
ated b y this trend? A firm answer is some­ 
what diffieuit to come b y b ecause we really 
don’t know exactly what is going to happen 
to the downtown areas of cities as they 
grow in population. 
There is one clement of the situation, 
however, that causes us to view with some 
reservation the mass 
ti'ansit proposal. Mass 
transit has b een fail­ 
ing on its own merits 
or lack of merit. How 
can more of it cure the situation? Perhaps 
mass transit systems can b e improved and 
modernized to the point where they can re­ 
gain some of their past prominence in the 
field of transportation b ut how much can 
they regain and what is it worth? We are 
led to serious doub t that improvements in 
mass transit systems will provide us with 
much of an answer to metropolitan stran­ 
gulation. 
We are eq ually convinced that the dow n- 
town areas of large cities are going to sur­ 
vive the threat they face from the human 
horde that descends upon them every morn­ 
ing and ab andons them every evening. But 
we think their solution lies in their own in­ 
genuity and willingness to sacrifice, even 
if we are, as Grandpa was, a little uncer-

tain as to what must b e produced. 


Tax Study Questionable 
One might almost groan at the sugges 
tlon of Sen. Terry Carpenter that the Leg­ 
islature appropriate $5,000 for an interim 
committee study of property tax law ad­ 
ministration and enforcement. Senator Car­ 
penter has b een a strong force in the im­ 
provement of the tax situation in general in 
Neb raska and the study he proposes could 
well b e of further assistance. 
But Neb raska is already so overb ur­ 
dened with studies that another one at this 
time, particularly on taxation, is pouring 
good money after b ad. We have had the 
taxation picture in Neb raska studied to 
death b ut do very little with the products 
of these studies. The latest such study was 
the McClelland report on taxation. This was 
an exhaustive piece of work and has pro­ 
duced a numb er of b ills in the current Leg­ 
islature b ut how many of them will pass is 
another q uestion. 
We have studied the prob lems of edu- 


cation and pub lic power b ut we have done 
very little to implement any of these studies. 
It 
is 
considered 
doub tful 
that 
more 
than one pub lic power b ill will ever pass 
the Legislature and that one will b e one of 
little real significance. The tough prob lems 
in pub lic power and education remain un­ 
solved despite the many studies we have 
made. 
Administration and tax enforcement are 
areas in which sub stantia] improvements 
could b e made b ut the fact is so well and 
so commonly known that it needs no study. 
Senator Carpenter is » more correct in an­ 
other position he has often taken—head- 
knocking among responsib le taxing and as­ 
sessing officials to b ring ab out conformity 
with the law. We doub t there are many 
senators or other pub lic officials who could 
not make sub stantial improvements if only 
they have the will to do so. 


The United States spends $6 million 
year supporting a Reserve Officers Train­ 
ing Corps program in 225 high schools. 
After an economy-minded Defense De­ 
partm ent weighed the merits of the pro­ 
gram, Secretary McNamara decided there 
was no b etter place to save $6 million than 
in the liq uidation of the program. He so 
suggested to the House .Armed Services 
Committee. 
The committee instantly b ucked the 
proposal and Mr. McNamara retreated. 
That was the end of the economy. 
It is surprising there is so much sup­ 
port for the high school ROTC program 
and so little congressional supiwrt for econ­ 
omy. There was a time when the military 
vocation w'as not widely practiced—a long- 
gone time of peace and tranq uility. In those 
days it was not unwise to give interested 
high school b oys some acq uaintance with 
the military. But in this highly insecure

time when there is a selective service law 
which annually drafts 100,000 young men 
into the armed forces, and when the college 
ROTC programs are producing trained of­ 
ficers at the rate of 11,000 a year, the high 
school programs seem less and less neces­ 
sary. 


If they are b eing maintained mainly 
b ecause of a b eneficial effect on b oys who 
otherwise might not b e properly occupied 
and sub ject to the lure of delinq uency, then 
the prob lem should not b e loaded on the 
military b udget. It would b e b etter handled 
b y a domestic peace corps activity. 


The present is a time when military 
pursuits are highly technical, req uiring 
specialized instruction. Money not directed 
specifically that w^ay b ecomes a q ui^stion- 
ab le expense. It is a q uestion whether such 
training should b e applied at the high 
school level.

The Sunday Confusion 
From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
Excited b y its mail, the Missouri Senate 
seems determined to work on a new Sunday 
closing law to replace the old b lue law 
recently found unconstitutional. The sen­ 
ators ought to b e ab le to strip away the 
confusion and sanctimony to consider two 
fundamentals. 
One is that the proposed law essentially 
Is an economic and not a religious matter. 
The other is that Sunday closing laws 
are nevçr effectively Sunday closing laws. 
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Despite much advice to "keep the 
Sab b ath holy,” a legislative effort lo do 
that would b e unconstitutional. The state 
cannot provide for a particular religious 
ob servance, and nob ody should invite an 
infringement upon religious freedom. 
The real issue is Economic. Merchants 
who want to shut down Sunday competition 
may invite help from religious groups who 
want Sunday closing for different reasons, 
b ut the Legislature should not b e fooled. 
Tlie latest Senate b ill, modeled after a 
Pennsylvania statute, would prohib it Sun­ 
day sales of such categories of goods as 
automob iles, furniture, clothing, appliances, 
records and so on. It appears to b e delib ­ 
erately 
aimed 
at 
stopping 
the Sunday 
b usiness of fast-growing sub urb an stores 
and discount houses. 
So many b usinesses could remain open 
that Sunday closing would b e fractional 
closing at b est. One reason for preventing 
amendment in the new Senate b ill is to 
forestall a threatening prohib ition against 
sale of 3.2 b eer on Sunday. Legislators who 
claim lo b e protecting the Sab b ath ought to 
explain how it is b etter protected b y pre­ 
venting the sale of furniture than 
o f b eer. 
Were it not for the unfortunate comb i­ 
nation of economic and religious interest, 
the Legislature undoub tedly would let the 
m atter rest. Why should the state intervene 
for either interest? We see nothing wrong 
with letting the people freely decide how to 
ob serve the Sab b atli^ or how they want to 
a nd sell o n a ny 
day of the week.

But he got enough to claim 
a b alanced b udget, and he 
will still b e ab le to raise 
his hands in Repub lican hor­ 
ror over the Kennedy eco­ 
nomics.

« hows his determination to 
maintain this as a proper 
and useful issue against the 
President he wants to un­ 
seat next year.

conservative Midwest Repub ­ 
lican states of Kansas and 
Neb raska this week end. 
He won passage also of an 
a n t i-discrimination housing 
measure which will strength­ 
en his strong civil rights po­ 
sition. W^hile tliis does not 
place him in opposition to 
President Kennedy, it helps 
to insure that he will not 
suffer b y comparison.

In the international field 
he has consistently pressed 
the dangers of disarmament. 
Rockefeller does not attack 
the principle, b ut he plays 
a tune on the potential risks. 
This does not add up to 
wide-ranging strategy, b ut it 
is a plausib le b eginning. It 
adds to the evidence t h a t 
the next campaign will see 
Repub licans making K e n- 
nedy into some kind of a 
-New' Deal Democrat if they 
can.

nicely. Thus, while Congress 
stagnates, the political fer­ 
ment is b eginning in t h e 
states where amb itious, ab le 
men see no reason to accept 
permanent minority status 
for their party.

Day Centers Popular With Many Senior Citizens

The co ncept was sparked 
in 19 42 when Ix » v ine and 
sev eral o ther |>erso nnel in 
the New Yo rk City Depart­ 
ment o f Welfare were dis­ 
cussing pro blems in deal­ 
ing with sad-faeed elders 
who co uld o ften l>e seen 
aimlessly 
walking 
t h e 
streets o r co ngregating in 
welfare o ffices fo r want o f 
any thing better to do 
"Can’t we do so mething,’’ 
asked Ix .*v ine, a scho larly 
lo o king man with h o r n- 
rimmed glasses, "to help 
o lder fM'o ple and prev ent 
their jiremature deterio ra­ 
tio n? ’’ 
"Just w h a t,’’ .so meo ne 
asked skeptically , "do y o u 
suggest? ’’ 


With the spo ntaneity with 
which great ideas are so me­ 
times bo rn, Irv ine go t his 
brainsto rm and said, "Let’s 
take o v er that o ld ware­ 
ho use at Webster Av enue 
and Iflflth Street and turn 
it into a day center fo r 
o lder peo ple” 
The idea fell o n sy mpa­ 
thetic ears and o fficial ap­ 
pro v al was o btained to take 
o v er the wareho use to serv e 
as the first day center any ­ 
where fo r o lder peo ple. It 
o fiened in April 19 43 
just 
two decades ago - 
with 
sev eral v o lunteers in charge 
and was named the William 
Ho d.so n Center in memo ry 
o f a fo rmer welfare co m­ 
missio ner 
It was clear fro m the first 
day that this was just what 
many o lder peo ple wanted 
and needed — a place to 
serv e as a substitute fo r 
lo ss o f wo rk ro utines.
